Item 2. The work required of the Youth Director is} 
becoming more than a part-time job. Even so he is not 
to do many of the things which he sees need to be don 
order to promote the work of the Luther League as it s. he 
be promoted. Therefore, at the request of the Executive C 
mittee of your Luther League, he has presented two diffe 
plans for the improvement of the Office of Youth Direct 
The first plan would include the calling of a full-t, 
Youth Director, providing him with a house and travel; 
lowance and a fund for secretarial help. This plan w#@, 
cost about $5500.00 more than is being spent for the serv} 
of the Youth Director at present. Should this plan be adj, 
ed, we would probably ask the Synod to assume a pary, 
the cost. }; 
The second plan would continue the Youth Director’s| 
fice on a part-time basis, but would provide for more se} 
tarial assistance and would make it possible for him to} 
gage a student intern, or assistant, during the sumi 
months. This would offset in part the extra time the Y¢ 
Director must devote to Bible Camps, Conventions, etc. 
ing the summer months. This plan would involve an ¥ 
penditure of between $600.00 and $800.00 per year. p 
These two plans have been presented to the Exec f 
Committee and the President of Synod, and will be discus 
further by the Youth Board when it convenes on April 2 
Whether or not this matter comes before the conven}! 
will depend on the decision of the Youth Board. 
Various objections have been raised to the expansiom} 
the Youth Director’s Office at this time, but we believef. 
these objections have been met with facts which cannot 
disregarded. We cannot go into pros and cons in this art} 
but will have the facts to present at the time of the cony 
tion.

While Augustana leaders expressed 
guarded optimism and encouragement 
over the results of the meetings, repre- 
sentatives of some of the other bodies 
were for the most part noncommittal 
on the possibility of any future de- 
velopments. 

Said Dr, Oscar A. Benson, president 
of Augustana and chairman of its 
Commission on Ecumenical Relations: 

“Augustana is optimistic about the 
cutlook because, in spite of the divi- 
sions among us at present, the hope 
is entertained by all Lutheran bodies 
that there may be increasing fellowship 
and some day a completely unified Lu- 
theran Church in America.” 

Dr. Benson, who presided, emphasiz- 
ed that the sessions were merely in- 
tended to be exploratory in nature and 
that no commitment was asked for 
or given by any group. 

One of the Questions discussed but 
unanswered was... “would your body 
be willing to appoint representatives 
to join with all other Lutheran bodies 
willing to appoint such representatives 
to study the problem of Lutheran re- 
lationships in America?” 

This commission, it was explained, 
would report its findings to each body 
in matters of theology and church pol- 
ity. 

The question was prefaced by a state- 
ment calling attention to “the tedious, 


is of such outstanding merit that we 
in our Synod shall find it rather dif- 
ficult to evaluate. 


I, for one, admire your rugged in- 
dividualism and ability ito be straight- 
forward, ever unbending in your con- 
victions. The Ansgar Lutheran can well

complicated but eventually successful 
negotiations between 1555 and 1580, 
which produced the Book of ‘Concord,’ 
one of ithe basic confessional documents 
of the Lutheran Church. 

Representing the Missouri Synod was 
its president, Dr. John W. Behnken, 
and its first vice president, Dr. Herman 
Harms, both of St. Louis, Mo., and the 
chairman of its Committee on Doc- 
trinal Unity, Dr. Walker A. Baepler, 
president of Concordia Theological 
Seminary at Springfield, I11. 

According to Dr. ‘Benson, discussion 
with the Missouri Synod officials cen- 
tered on pulpit and altar fellowship 
and “how we can universalize that, so 
to speak.” It was agreed, he said, that 
fellowship was the “most important 
step toward Lutheran unity and union.” 

“While eventual merger of any bod- 
ies would have as a prerequisite pul- 
pit and altar fellowship,” he added, “we 
could have such fellowship without 
union,” 

(Pulpit and altar fellowship mieans 
principally that a pastor of one church 
would be welcome to preach or con- 
duct services in a Lutheran church of 
another denomination, and that mem- 
bers of one group could take commun- 
ion in a church body of another group.) 

Dr. Franklin Clark Fry, president of 
the United Lutheran Church, headed 
its eight-member commission, which al- 
so, during the day, met with represen-

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Ordained—Six African Pastors

On Lenos’ left stood Martin from Lamurde. He is an 
older, dependable evangelist with a heart of gold. His 
eyes have given him some trouble, and he pleaded this 
as an excuse for not continuing his training as he felt 
afraid and unworthy of taking up the work of a pastor. 
But those who knew him best encouraged him and per- 
suaded him to continue. 


Next to him stood Bonatem or Musa from Tsamba. He 
was among the first group to be baptized in Gurum (the 
station started by the British Branch of the S.U.M. and 
later handed over to us.) He was a teacher for a number 
of years, a humble and devout man. Although he is 
small of stature he is the natural spiritual leader of the 
200 Christians in the large Tsamba tribe of more than 
70,000 people. He is their first pastor and will have a 
hard place, fighting the Mohammedans every step of the 
way. 


The last man on the right was Semon, a tall Kilba 
with a most wonderfully kind face. Becoming an orphan 
very early he became “small boy” to the missionaries in 
Pella. Kilba was a hard and barren field for many years 
in spite of the faithful work of the missionaries placed 
there. Then 17 years ago Semon went out as the first 
evangelist in that tribe, and the work spread and snow- 
balled from his village, Bougekika, till today there are 
1100 Christians in 45 villages in this tribe of about 54,000 
people. He is not brilliant intellectually, but he is sin- 
cere, sympathetic and loved and respected in his tribe. 


After these six men had promised, by the help of God, 
to remain faithful in their calling they were ordained by 
Pastor Pilgaard Pedersen, all the Lutheran pastors pres- 
ent taking part in the laying on of hands. After greet- 
ings had been read from the home churches, this mo- 
mentous and impressive service was closed and the pro- 
cession left the church. 


In the evening all the African pastors and the mis- 
sionaries were invited by Pilgaard Pedersen to dinner. 
As no house could accomodate the 50 guests a long table 
was set in the garden under the stars and temporary 
electric lights. Greetings were read from the Board in 
Denmark and the Church in America and from former 
missionaries. All the newly ordained pastors spoke and 
told how God had brought them out of heathenism and 
led them to this great and important day of their life. 
They were all deeply conscious of their own unworthi- 
ness and asked for prayer. I could not help but think of 
the 18 men in our preparatory class in Dashen, and I 
wondered how many of them would ever reach the day 
of ordination. The enjoyable evening was closed with 
prayer by Pastor Alfred Jorgensen as our hearts were 
filled with praise and gratitude to God who has called 
these our African brethren into His holy ministry. May 
He who has called these six men perform and perfect 
them and us all until His Day. 


Loving greetings to all friends of the mission and a 
special greeting to all those who have written to me. I 
have been much encouraged by the many letters. I’m 
afraid there just will not be time to answer them, before 
I go home in about 6 months, God willing.

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The’ Missouri Stewardship Conference {

Perhaps few of our readers are aware that once every 
year there is an all-Lutheran stewardship conference 
meeting to compare notes and exchange new ideas. This 
year the meeting was held at the beautiful “Lutheran 
Building” in St. Louis, Mo., the headquarters of The 


Lutheran Church-Missouri Synod. Dr. J. E. Hermann, > 


Stewardship Counselor of the host synod, was an ex- 
cellent chairman as well as host. All major Lutheran 
synods were represented. The writer of this article rep- 
resented our UELC stewardship committee. 


One is amazed at all the material produced by the 
various synods to encourage stewardship in our 
churches. Most synods have men devoting full time to 
this mission. They are the ones who can fully reap the 
benefits from such a conference and apply these princi- 
ples and methods in synodical promotional work. Any 
or all material produced can be had by any synod at 
cost. There was a discussion whether more material 
could be jointly produced by all synods. However, as 
long as booklets and tracts are available for use by other 
synods, there is no particular point in joint efforts as 
far as editing and publishing. It would be of real value 
if our stewardship committee made some of this ma- 
terial available to all of our pastors in the active service. 

Let us take one example. The Concordia Publishing 
House has produced in rainbow colors an excellent and 
deeply spiritual pamphlet entitled, “Your Substitute 
Unfolds The Riches of His Grace.” This pamphlet un- 
folds in picture and words that Christ is our substitute 
when He died for us on the Cross. On a coal black page 
we read, “Suppose you had no Substitute... ‘If ye be- 
lieve not that I am He, ye shall die in your sins,’ John 
8:24.” Then the next page says, “Many people are dying 
in their sins because they have not found Jesus. If you 
have found Jesus in the Gospel and know Him as your 
Substitute, you will respond TO HIS EARNEST PLEA 
that you share your faith with those who are dying in 
their sin and ignorance.” It then goes on to explain that 
substitutes for us, who cannot go, are reaching out to 
twenty-five different countries in the great missionary 
program of the synod. Also how the substitutes are de- 
veloping two new congregations per week (Mo. Synod) 
through the great home mission program. 


As one finishes reading a pamphlet like this, he can- 
not help but respond to this appeal for support. It is not 
merely meeting in full a cold quota or budget. It is not 
merely to give a dollar or a larger tip to God for mis- 
sions. This is love reaching out in compassion for lost 
souls. The response should be overwhelming. It is some 
of the same spirit as our “Forward with Christ” move- 
ment that is being launched in our synod now. Nearly 
all our Lutheran stewardship material is of like quality. 
It speaks well for our church. Is it any wonder that the 
Lutheran church is one of the fastest growing denomin- 
ations in our country? 


Many of us are acquainted with the very fine steward- 
ship manual used by the ELC. This book is very com- 
plete and explains in detail the various methods but 
with the main emphasis on the every-member canvass. 
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The various synods within the ULC publish much# 
their own material to my great surprise. There are # 
the centralized efforts as found in the Mo. Synod. Ho} 
ever, the Central Pennsylvania Synod and the new Cq 
tral States Synod showed some very clever and effecti}; 
charts and pamphlets produced by them. “Money } 
time, ability, and energy converted into dollars. Mon}, 
is your lengthened arm ‘of love’s working arm.’” T 
ALC and the Augustana synods also have been busy } 
producing good material. The smaller synods like ou| 
Lutheran Free, and Suomi have not been as producti¥ 
The value of belonging to a larger synod as far as helt 
and promotional material are concerned was readif 
seen. f 


What about commercial fund raisers? A very spirith 
discussion followed this question. Some synods aj 
training their own personnel that will assist local congt| 
gations in raising funds. Others felt that the chur. 
ought to give the spiritual impact and doctrinal viey 
but hire the technique of fund raising as we would hil 
an architect in a building program. When consider 
fully, the latter view seemed to prevail. No doubt, bo 
methods will be used for a long time as the demand ff} 
expert help in fund raising far exceeds the help that cd 
be provided from synodical headquarters. 


Proportionate giving is definitely the system advoee 
ed. Tithing as such was not emphasized although that } 
the only proportion mentioned in the Bible outside | 
complete surrender to God. A sincere Christian woul 
want to set aside a certain proportion of his income fi 
Kingdom work. Many Christians are exceedingly car| 
less when it comes to giving to God. Many do not reali 
how little of total net income they do give. No oth¢ 
obligation is met in that way. Why should we trei 
God’s work in a less systematic way than that of othe 
business. As a matter of fact we, as Christians, profed 
that the work of God is more important than anythir 
else. It is eternal. Souls are lost or saved according ¢ 
our interest and giving. We give or withhold salvatia 
as we succeed or fail in sending missionaries at ho: 
and abroad. There is a definite link between our spiritu 
al fervor and our giving to mission work. | 


Our task as a church in teaching stewardship in ~ 
God-pleasing manner is not an easy one. All belongs 4 
God. Yet that expression becomes meaningless if “all 
does not include a certain proportion. At any rate hi 
stewardship conference at St. Louis certainly inspire! 
us to do some rethinking on that subject. This report i 
written that you too may consider in a serious way tt 
priority of God.

MERGER GROUPS REPORT 
PROGRESS ON PROPOSED 
CONSTITUTION 


A major portion of the first draft 
of a proposed constitution for a new 
Lutheran Church of more ithan 1,800,000 
members was tentatively approved at 
Chicago by representatives of four Lu- 
theran bodies enaged in negotiations 
toward a merger it is hoped may be- 
come a reality by 1958. 

Action was taken at a two-day meet- 
ing, March 29-30, of the Joint Union 
Committee, composed of nine repre- 
sentatives each from the Evangelical 
Lutheran Church, American Lutheran 
Church, United Evangelical Lutheran 
Church and Lutheran Free Church. 


The Joint Union Committee gave 
preliminary endorsement to 13 of the 
18 articles of the constitution. These 
deal with the Church’s purpose; con- 
fession; authority, powers and organ- 
izational principles; membership; the 
clergy; general convention; the officers,

joint council; church council; the com- 
missions; the districts; appeals and ad- 
judication; and amendments. 

Other matters dealt with in the 
constitution which are still to be con- 
sidered or have presented a need for 
further study include the name of the 
new Church; the board of trustees; 
the various divisions; the auxiliaries; 
and the by-laws. Still to be decided 
aiso is the question of the location of 
headquarters. 

In addition to the constitution and 
by-laws, other merger documents that 
must be drawn up include tthe articles 
of union, articles of incorporation and 
a budget. 

The present timetable calls for com- 
pletion of this task by Jan. 1, 1956, if 
they are to be printed and distributed 
for study by the church bodies be- 
fore consideration by their respective 
general conventions next year. 

In order to meet the demands of 
the schedule, a revised calendar of 
meetings was adopted for the coming 
year. Five of the eight sessions will 
be held by tthe Joint Committee on 
Polity and Organization, which carries 
the major burden of drafting the docu- 
ments, and three by ithe Joint Union 
Committee. 


Presiding at the sessions here as 
chairman of the Joint Union Commit- 
tee was Dr. Tillman M. Sogge, a mem- 
ber of the faculty of St. Olaf College, 
with Dr. William L. Young, executive 
secretary of the ALC’s Board of Chris- 
tian Higher Education, as secretary. 

The present merger negotiations had 
their beginning in 1948 when the Unit- 
ed Evangelical Lutheran Church in- 
vited the other four member bodies of 
ithe American Lutheran Conference to 
participate in discussions and negotia- 
tions looking toward organic union.

THE MAN CHRIST STARTLED 


In Christ the creative life of God 
touches the broken lives of men to 
make them whole. This is really the 
main theme of St. John’s Gospel. The 
stories and discourses are variations on 
that one theme.

For thirty-eight years 
he sat beside a pool ithe waters of which 
were believed ‘to have miraculous heal- 
ing power, but he was never cured 
because he could not gt into the water 
scon enough. Jesus singled him out 
and asked him if he wanted to get 
well. It must have seemed like a stupid 
question. Don’t we all want to get 
well? No, some of us don’t, Some of 
us would rather lie in a warm place 
beside the miraculous waters and watch 
life go by. A physical infirmity may be 
the unconscious result of our withdraw- 
al from life. But this man assured Je- 
sus that he did want to get well, but 
he couldn’t. He had no one to put him 
into the water. Someone else always 
got there ahead of him. He was sorry 
for himself. Jesus looked at him and 
said quietly, “Get up and walk.” To 
the man’s amazement, he did! He did 
not have ‘time to stop and explain that 


he could not do it. Jesus Ee ee, 
power and when he told him he could 
walk, he could. The man had been wait- 
ing for someone to disturb the water; 
Jesus came and disturbed him. He 
shook him out of his inertia before he 
knew it, and brought him back into 
the stream of life. The ministers of 
Christ today find many people who 
need to be soothed, but there are many 
others who need to be startled. They 
have come to a standstill, no doubt for 
some good reason, with the result that 
they have lost considence in them- 
selves; they are waiting for something 
outside to happen, for the angel to 
trouble ithe waters in their behalf. The 
temptation is ito console them when 
they really need to be shaken. They 
need to hear Christ say through his 
minister, “Get up and walk! Get go- 
ing! Vou have a responsibility; tackle 
it! You have a difficult situation to 
handle: stand up to it!” When you say, 
“But that is just what I can’t do,” 
he will say, “You can. If you get into 
the spirit of Christ and the spirit of 
Christ gets into you, you can do all 
things through him.”

Lutheran Assembly to Be 
Held in Minneapolis 

Chicago—The Third Assembly of 
the Lutheran World Federation will 
be held Aug. 16-25, 1957 at Minnea- 
polis, Minn. 

Theme for the assembly will be 
“Free and One Through Christ Alone.” 

Some 275 official delegates, 100 of- 
ficial visitors from member and 100 
from non-member Churches all over 
the world are expected to attend the 
Minneapolis assembly. There also will 
be about 25 official visitors from de- 
nominational and interdenominational 
bodies and representatives from youth 
groups. 


Church and State in Argentina 

Roman Catholicism’s position as 
Argentina’s State Church was attack- 
ed iby two important pro-government 
newspapers at Buenos Aires. 

It was believed the attack might be 
the first move toward separation of 
Church and State in Argentina. 

The two newspapers, Democracia 
and La Prensa, normally reflect the 
administration’s thinking. The regime 
often prepares public opinion for a 
new step through editorials in their 
columns. 

La Prensa joined Democracia in 
suggesting a constitutional change 
eliminating the favored status of the 
Catholic Church. 

A few days earlier, Critica, another 
pro-government daily, accompanied an 
attack on the hierarchy with a pro- 
posal that Church and State be sep- 
arated. 

The paper said that the “malicious 
position” of the clergy amounted to 
subversion. 

If priests continue to create disturb- 
anees, La Prensa said, Argentina 
should follow the example of “other 
advanced countries” and change the 
constitution to eliminate the “bad 
faith of sectarianism.”
